Another important object to be at- 
tained is the protection of the water- 
sheds of important rivers, from which

SENATE RATIFIES THE TREATY 


AFTER A SHORT DISCUSSION. 

Senator Cullom Explains the Advan- 
tages of the Acquisition and Says 
That This Government Will Enter 
Upon Possession as Soon as Ratifica- 
tions are Exchanged. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS~—P.M.) 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Today, in 


a little more than an hour's time, the 
Senate disposed of the treaty with 
Denmark, ceding to the United States, 
for a consideration of $5,000,000, the 
isiands of St. Thomas, St. John and &St. 
Croix, composing the group of the An- 
tilles known as the Danish West In- 
dies, lying northeast of Porto Rico, 
and thus, so far as this country is 
concerned, consummated a transaction 
which has been under consideration in- 
termittently since the administration 
of President Lincoln. 


The treaty and the report on it were 


read at length, and more or less dis- 
cussion of the proposition was indulged 
in. Senator Cullom, as chairman of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations, 
made a speech explaining the advan- 
tages of the acquisition of the islands, 
and Senator McLaurin of Mississippi 
made brief remarks, saying that while 
he does not indorse all the provisions 
of the treaty, he would place no obsta- 
clea in the way of ratification. 


Senator Bacon moved to amend the 


treaty by striking out the second par- 
agraph of Article III of the treaty 
reading as follows: “The civil rights 
and status of the inhabitants of the 
islands shall be determined by the Con- 
gress, subject to the stipulations con- 
tained in the present convention. 


He based his opposition to this pro- 


vision on the ground that the Consti- 
tution should extend to the islands 
when they became a part of the United 
States. e said, however, that the 
failure to ac the amendment would 
not prevent hig voting for the treaty, 
for he believed in the Monroe doctrine. 
wae was rejected without 
Vv 


Senator Cullom explained all the pro- 


visions of the treaty, and gave a de- 
tailed account of the islands’ resources, 
and thelr trade value to the United 
States. He said the provision affect- 
ing the civil rights of the inhabitants 
was similar to the provision on the 
same subject in the Spanish treaty 
concerning Porto Rico. 


Senator Cullom says that, in taking 


the islands, the United States would 
assume no burden of debt, as by the 
terms af the agreement, all claims 
made by Denmark against the insular 
treasury would be canceled. He placed 
the total of the claims at $2,000,000. He 
also explained the nature of the obliga- 
tions that the United States would as- 
sume in reference to the St. Thomas 
Fioating Dock Company and the West 
India and Panama Company, saying 
that on the telegraph franchise, it 
would be necessary to pay a subsidy 
of $4000 per year for three or four 
years, and that, in both cases, there 
was ah agreement to protect the char- 
ters for the time granted by Denmark. 


He also gave a detalled history of 


the St. Croix Sugar Company, explain- 
ing that the governrnent of Denmark 
had assumed debts amounting to about 
$700,000 for that concern, but had 
agreed to wind up the affairs of the 
company as s00n as practicable, thus 
relieving the United States of all com. 
plications on account of that company. 


Senator Cullom explained that under 


the terms of the treaty, the United 
States wae to take possession of the 
islands as soon as ratifications could be 
exchanged, and said that it would not 
be necessary to delay that act until 
the appropriation of money to pay for 
them could be made. The harbor at St. 
Thomas Isiand was described as one 
of the safest and best in the West 
Indies, and the importance of its pos- 
session from a strategic point Was en- 
larged upon. 


Senator Cullom’s motion to ratify 


was adopted by a viva voce vote.

UNIFORM DIVORCE LAWS. 


Wealthy Chicagoans Backing a Move- 

ment in the Interest Thereof—Senator 

Cullom Petitions the Senate for Sta- 

tistics. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) . 

CHICAGO, Feb. 17.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Nine of Chicago's wealthiest 
men are backing a crusade for the es- 
tablishment of uniform divorce laws in 
the various States. The fact became 
known today, when Senafor Cullom pre. 
sented a petition to the Senate, asking 
that the Commissioner of Labor be 
authorized to compile statistics of mar- 
riage and divorce. The petition was 
signed by Marshall Field, <A. A. 
Sprague, Robert T. Lincoln, Cyrus H. 
McCormick, Clarence Buckingham, 
George Grosscup and F. 8S. Winston. 
The petition was circulated last Fri- 
day by Sprague, who wished to obtain 
the signatures of representatiev busi- 
ness mtn of Chicago. It was forwarded 
to Senator Cullom Saturday. 

The Department of Labor at Wash- 
ington made a report on the subject in 
1888, but since then the divorce question 
has assumed such tremendous scope 
that every bit of information obtainable 
is desired. Many prominent easterners, 
as well as the Chicagoans mentioned, 
hope the petition, as presented by Sen- 
ator Cullo will be indorsed by the 
committee And then by the House. The 
purpose is to obtain the enactment of 
uniform divorce and marriage laws, 
which cannot be accomplished before 
this data is at hand.

MRS. WILEY MAKING A STRONG 
FIGHT WITH DEATH, 


Tells for the First Time What Hap- 
pended in the Kitchen at the Time 
She Was Shot—Makes Wonderful Re- 
covery from Dangerous. Operation, 


Mrs. Harriet L. Wiley, who was shot | 
three times Saturday by D. C. Kent, 
has moref/than an.even chance of re- 
covery. Her condition last night was 
better than at any time since she was 
ne and Dr. C..G. Stivers, whe 

is attending her, said that indications 
are that she will live. 

Laparotomy was performed upon her 
at the hospital, and the courses of the 
two butléts which entered her body 
were traced. They entéred her right 
side not three i 
four ribs, and both entered the liver. 
That organ was badly cut, but the 
wounds were stitched and no indication 
of inflammation found. The stomach 
and intestines were not injured. The 
bullets lodged in the muscles of the 

back, and as no further harm can come 
from them, the surgeons did not seek 
to remove them, as that would have 
necessitated continuing the operation 
longer than was considered safe, 

The patient revived quickly from 
the anaesthetic and shock and yester- 
day afternoon she conversed intelli- 
gently with her physician and nurse. 
She told for the first time what hap- 
occurred after Kent entered. 

She said she was attending to her 
household duties when Kent entered 
the small kitchen. He had been. there 
several times before, that morning, and 
she paid no Particular attention to him 
until he began te quarrel with her. 
Then she answered him sharply snd 
this seemed to greatly enrage him. Sud- 
denly he drew a revolver, and with tite 
remark that he would end the matter 
for both of them then and there, 

a shot at her. This shot struck her th 
the left arm and broke the bone. As he 
raised ‘his weapon to fire again, Mrs. 
Wiley says she rained past him and 
tried to estape through the door near 
which he wae standing. Just as 
passed him he thrust the rev

He is still at Receiving Hospital, 
and as soon as recovers sufficiently 
he will be locked In one of the tanks in 
the City Jalil. No charge has been en- 
tered against him as yet, the officers 
waiting for the outcome of the wounds 
of his victim.

Original dramas are 
apparently outnumbered about ten to 
one by these tales of fiction masquer- 
ading in dramatic garb. There is 
method in it. The popular novel se- 
cures a large clientele, and four out 
of five of those who read the story de- 
sire to see its characters represented 
upon the stage. The novelist in this 
way serves as the advertising agent of 
the dramatic version of his own story, 
often with much profit to himself as 
well as to those who follow in his foot- 
steps.

OUCHED LIVE WIRE 


Joseph Mead Thoughtlessly Grasps a 
Guy-wire and Receives the Full Force 
of a Potential Current at the 
Les Angeles Brick Yards.

The suit involves the exchange of a 
piece of real estate on Grand avenue by 
Spinks for 18,000 shares of stock in the 
Westlake Oi! Company, of which Clark 
& Bryan were the chief owners and 
promoters, Spinks placed a value of 
$18,000 on the land, but the defendants 
in this case say it is worth only $10,000. 
Westlake stock yesterday was quoted 
on the stock exchange at 5% cents bid 
and 6% asked. Estimating its worth at 
the latter figure, Spinks has only $1170 
in hand as a consideration for property 
conceded to be worth at. least $10,000. 
Wherefore, he sues for redress, and de- 
mands restitution of his real estate, or 
judgment for the equivalent in cash, 
on the ground that he was inveigied 
into the trade through false representa- 
tions and fraud. 

The filing of Spinks’s suit

tnat they, the defendants, were not 
selling any of their own stock, because 
they considered it a good thing to keep, 
but that a stockholder in Man Fran- 
cisco might be prevailed upon to meke 
an exchange of stock for good Los An- 
geles rea] estate; that the stork was 
paying a legitimate dividend of 2 per 
cent a month; that the company was 
out of debt, and that’ the dividends 
were being earned by production and 
sale of oll; that on the foregoing repre- 
sentations the trade was made, Clerk 
& Bryan using stock of M. L. ‘Gerstle 
of San Francisco to give in exchange 
for the land, and causing the deed for 
the property to be made by Spinka to 
Gerstle, thereby disguising the fact 
thet Clark & Bryan were the real 
parties in interest in disposing of the 
stock and acquiring the land. 


THEY TELL WHY. 


In tlcir answer the defendants ad- 
mitted that they covered up the trans- 
action as charged by the plaintiff, so 
as to conceal their interest in the deal: 
that it might not be known that they 
were disposing of their stock, for fear 
that if it were known that they were 
unloading their holdi the stock of 
the company would depreciated. 
The pleadings of the defendants, haw- 
ever, denied intent to defraud, alleging 
tnat the subsequent slump of the stock 
was due to the lowering of the price of 
ol] and dying out of the speculative 
feeling, owing to causes entirely be- 
yond defendants’ control, and for 
which they could not in equity or rea- 
son be held responsible. 

STUBS DESTROYED. 

It was also admitted in the pieadings 
of the defendants that the stubs to the 
stock involved in the trade had been 
..-stroyed, but it was claimed that this 
was done inadvertently. - 
The trial proper commenced with 
the introduction of the books of the 
Westlake company in evidence. From 
them it wae shown that the dividends 
of 2 per cent per month were declared 
value, 


but that none of these divi- 


long since reached the Iimit of their 
capacity. 
Today the production ‘of the field ts 
75,000 barrels a month, and of this 
product the murket can take care of 
but 560,000 obarr.ls.

Forty 
cents will buy oll, first-class oil, and 
lots of it four immediate delivery, but 
it would be hard to close time contracts 
under 65 cents a barrel. ; 
But local oil producers have hope of 
better things, and are confident that 
by summer the consuniption will cxcced 
the output not less than 5000 barrels 
a month. This opinion is based on the 
fact that already there is evidence that 
the market is expanding, and by sum- 
r many of the irrigation plants will 
drawing their fuel supply from the 
local field. 
Yesterday the Board of Supervisors 
made a contract for 20,000 barrels of 
ofl, and before many days San Diego 
county will open bids for 18,000 gallons 
of distillate and 4000 barrels of fuel oil. 
Yesterday one of the most important 
contracts that has been let in the local 
field in some time was closed with the 
Hercales Oi] Refinery. _ The contract 
calls for the delivery to the refinery 
of 5000 barrels of oll a month for twetve 
months, Dd 60,000 barrels in all, and it 
is said that the price named was quite 
satisfactory to jobber and producer. 
It is the intention of the Hercules 
Cempany to add six stills to its plant, 
as with its present capacity it is un- 
able to keep up with the demand for 
refined asphalt. This week the com- 
pany closed «= contract for the delivery 
of twenty-five carloads of asphalt, the 
order representing 325 tens. 
Within the next thirty days a num- 
ber of contracts will be renewed by 
local and outside consumers, and in 
many instances the amount of ofl re- 
quired will be in excess of the present 
consumption. “No, I don't look for any 
change in the local market for a month 
or more,” said a big jobber yesterday, 
“but from the fact that it is almost 
impessible to close time contracts under 
56 cents a barrel, it is evident oll will 
not be as cheap in two months as it is 
today.”

SAN PEDRO, Feb. 18.—A.. Scala and 
Tom Evich, two fishermen, had a dan- 
gerous mishap Monday evening, and 
barely escaped.

At about 5 o'clock 
they had reached a position not far 
from Deadman’s Island. The wind was 
blowing hard, and there was a strong 
swell rolling from a nearly opposite di- 
réction.

It is 
thought that the ultimate consequences, 
if not the immediate effect, of the 
construction of the proposed conduits 
and pipe lines, must be prejudicial to 
the interests of the irrigators, and 
would eventually work defeat to the 
plans of the electric companies them- 
selves. The San Gabriel River Water 
Company, representing the combined in- 
terests of the irrigators of Azusa, Co- 
vina and Duarte, has been carrying on 
this contest for several years at heavy 
expense, and in the face of the opposi- 
tion of a small minority, who have con- 
tended that the questions at issue 
should be settled by a friendly com- 
promise. The decision of the commis- 
sioner amply vindicates the wisdom of 
the committee in carrying on the con- 
test, and gives the irrigators aseurante 
that their vested rights are to be re- 
ted. No fears are exp as to 
outcome of an appeal from the 
decision, should one be' made.
